Unrivaled  for  edgings  and  low  hedges.  It  is  slow- 
growing  and  therefore  remains  dwarf  for  a  long  time. 
In  the  old  gardens  of  the  South,  notably  in  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  BUXUS  SUFFRUTICOSA  has  attained  a 
large  size,  often  6  feet  or  more  in  height  and  diameter. 

For  edgings  of  formal  gardens,  small  plants  (4  to  5, 
or  5  to  6  inches)  are  quite  satisfactory.  For  low  hedges, 
plants  14  inches  or  over  give  immediate  effect.

This  species  is  adapted  to  hedge  planting,  and  is 
probably  used  more  than  any  other  member  of  the 
family.  It  grows  well  over  the  eastern  part  of  the 
country,  can  be  clipped  to  definite  height,  or  allowed 
to  grow  naturally.  Likewise,  it  retains  its  rich  green 
color  all  the  year.  It  would  be  futile  to  attempt  to 
limit  the  use  of  BUXUS  SEMPERVIRENS— it  fills 
a  valuable  place  in  all  landscape  work.
